Allied Bombers Level Cassino 


TAKE STEPS TO 
MFFT SIMRTIGF

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OF FARM LABOR 


Moving to avert what one member 


said "may be a major catastrophe if 
we fail." the Adams County Emer- 
gency Farm Labor committee Tues- 
day night set in motion "its program 
to help supply the county's farms 
with the labor needed to plant, care 
for and harvest the expected large 
crops of the coming season. 


The farm labor situation this 


summer and fall will be even more 
acute than last year, members of 
the committee pointed out. They 
said that "only an act of God—the 
drought—prevented a major short- 
age of farm help from developing in 
the county during last year's grow- 
ing season." 


Because of the drought, It was 


pointed out, farmers from the south- 
ern sections—left without crops to 
harvest—could help out in 
the 


northern sections where there was 
more rain. The drought also cut the 
size of the crops and held the peach 
crop in particular for a long period 
of time allowing all of the crop to 
be harvested. 


Draft Cuts Labor 


The drafting of hundreds of men 


from the county last year cut still 
further the slim reserve of farm 
labor, it was said. 


Every possible labor resource will 


have to be secured if the crops are 
to be harvested, a member of the 
committee asserted in pointing out 
that in all likelihood a good grow- 
ing season^would be encountered 
this year. 
"Every available man, 


woman and child will have to be 
used," it was said. Special efforts 
•will be made to obtain several hours 
of work a day from persons em- 
ployed in other jobs in order to fill 
the vacancy of expert farm labor. 


The real "shock troops'1 of the 


coming harvest season will be the 
youth of the county, the youngsters 
between 12 and 16 years of age, M. 
T. Hartman, county agent, told the 
group. 


"The demand for labor during the 


fruit harvesting season will probably 
have to be met by recruiting work- 
ers from outside the county. 


Need Supervisors 


"The number of workers that can 


be secured from' sources outside the 
county will be strictly limited," Mr. 
Hartman said. 


A great need of the coming year 


will be that of supervision for the 
youngsters who will be called upon 
to save the county's crops, it was 
stated. Every effort is to be made to 
secure sufficient school teachers to 
act as supervisors for the young- 
sters who will be called upon to as- 
sist the farmers. 


Ro'oert Lott, Aspers R. D.; John 


W. Lucabaugh, Berwick township 
and County Agent Hartman were 
appointed to an educational pro- 
gram committee to instruct both 
the farmers and the farm help in 
the needs and demands that will be 
made upon both during the coming 
season.

Allied Headquarters, Naples, March 15 (AP)—Allied air power devastated Cassino 


today with history's greatest concentrated bombing attack, and Allied ground forces imme- 
diately charged in to drive the Germans from the rubble of the fortress town. 


More than 1,400 tons of bombs were hurled on a target area of less than a square mile 


by every type of Allied plane in an armada of 3,000 sorties. 


Its goal was destruction of this stronghold where the Germans have been blocking the 


main Fifth Army advance since early January. 


British and American artillery smashed out in a heavy barrage after the morning-long 


bombing stopped. 


Photos Show Cassino Is Levelled 


Cassino, on a main highway to Rome, is 75 miles southeast of that capital, and some 


GO miles east of the Anzio invasion beachhead. 


Lt. Gen. Ira C. Eaker threw every plane of his Mediterranean Allied air forces into a 


gigantic blow to smash the German grip onthis town once and for all. They started in 
shortly after daylight and continued pounding the town until noon. 


Then the artillery opened its fearful barrage and the waiting infantry was flung into 


battle. 


Allied troops who had been holding about one-third of the city were withdrawn quiet- 


ly during the night to give the bombers a free hand. 


First reconnaissance photographs developed after the attack showed that Cassino was 


levelled. 


Mightiest Raid of War 


-T-he-tremendous-attack-had-one objective—to destroy every 
building in Cassino and pulverize the ancient stone houses 
concealing countless guns blocking the Fifth Army advance— 
and to kill every. German in the place. ' 


The rumble of the bombing shook windows and houses in 


Naples, 50 airline miles away. 


Never before has such a weight of high-explosive bombs 


been poured on so small an area in so short a time. In in- 
tensity the raid eclipsed any ever inflicted on Germany.

REDTErTASING-

IN SO, RUSSIA

Moscow, March 15 (AP) — Red 


Army troops are liquidating several 
trapped Nazi divisions in the south- 
ern Ukraine, the Russians said to- 
day, and in a smash along the Black 
sea coast have closed the harbor of 
Nikolaev, leaving Odessa as the only 
large port in southern Russia still 
available to the Germans. 


Ten thousand Germans have been 


killed and 4,000 captured already, 
a Soviet communique said, while 
trying to break out of the trap 
sprung by Gen. Rodion Y. Malinov- 
sky's Third Ukrainian Army about 
46 miles northeast of Nikolaev in 
the Bereznegovati-Snigerevka area. 
Columns driving in from the north 
and south forged a ring of btcel 
around the Nazis.

river, and Soviet guns now contro] 
the exit from Nikolaev, the Soviet 
bulletin said. 


The Red Army also closed in on 


Nikolaev from the north, captured 
Kiselevka, 21 miles to the east, and 
the rail station of Chekhovichi, 
about 25 miles to the southeast. 


To the north, Soviet units were 


said to have forced a crossing cf the 
Bug river near Gaisin, n town about 
50 miles southeast of Vinnitsa, put- 
ting them within 60 miles of the 
Rumanian frontier. 
The Soviet 


communique said Gaisin was cap- 
tured and the river crossed to the 
north and south of it. 


The Russians also announced the 


capture of Mikhailovka on the banks 
of the Bag, 14 miles south of Vin- 
nitsa. They declared the Red Army 
had swept up more than 230 locali- 
ties in its advances on three Uk- 
rainian fronts.

FOR NAZI ARMY 
OF THE UKRAINE

(Associated Press War Analyst) 
Hitler's great army of the Ukraine, 


estima^x! at between 400.000 and 
500,000 men, is in the clutches of 
far-reaching disaster. 


Even though he salvages some- 


thing from the wreckage, he will 
have suffered a terrific blow. The 
battle now raging in the liquid mud 
of Russia's early spring is bringing 
the end of the European war ap- 
preciably nearer. 


Xazis In Panic 


The whole vast right wing of the 


German line has been swung round 
so it faces the bleak north. In this 
position it's being hammered back 
towards Rumania with bloody losses. 


The Russians indicate 
they've 


killed or captured close to 100,000 
Nazis in the last ten days in this 
region, and have taken vast booty. 
In some places the usually solid 
and stolid German troops are in 
panic. 


If there's any silver lining to the 


Fuehrer's cloud, it's badly tarnished. 
He has been banking on the fact 
that his water-boy. Marshal von 
Mannstein, had created strong de- 
fenses along the Bug river which is 
the next natural defense in the Ger- 
man line of retreat. This empties 
into the Black sea at Nikolayev, near 
the strategic port of Kherson which 
Red forces captured Monday and 
brought twenty salvos from, 224 guns 
in Moscow.

In a sense we are all hero wor- 


shippers. A book that I have read 
and re-read is Carlyle's "Heroes and 
Hero Worship." It is an inspiring 
book. That is why it has lived, and 
will live. We like to read of those 
who have risen from the lowest rung 
in the ladder to great heights. It 
encourages us all. 


Every inhabitant of the wild lives 


the rough way—facing all sorts of 
storms and natural changes but tak- 
ing each in its,stride, facing the 
moment and making the best of it. 
The tiny birds that hop in the snow 
before my window, where I have 
thrown crumbs of bread and food, 
do not seem to be discouraged in 
then- mode of life. 


Those who have stood out for the 


better and higher values in this 
world have always had to tread 
the rough way.. There is always op- 
position from the selfish. Stephen 
was stoned. Savonarola was burn- 
ed. Love joy was murdered. Christ 
was crucified! 


There is little that is easy about 


life. But there is plenty that is 
beautiful and inspiring about it, no 
matter how rough the way. To be- 
come embittered, however, at any 
stage of the way is indeed tragic 
and unfortunate. 


I have been reading the tragic 


story of Mary Webb, the English 
writer, who wrote a half dozen mas- 
terpieces, notably "Gone to Earth" 
and "Percious Bane." 
No one 


bought her first books, and she was 
so poor that she walked nine miles, 
to and from a small village, to sell 
fresh flowers that she had gathered, 
leaving at three o'clock In the morn- 
ing that she might hope to sell them 
to the first comers. Is it any won- 
der that her great books will live?

although unpledged, definitely favor 
Willkie's candidacy.

mitteeman Robert P. Burroughs, 
said in a statement early today that 
Willkie "scored a significant vic- 
tory." 


He explained that under New

do not seem to be discouraged in 
their mode of life. 
Those who have stood out for the 
better and higher values in this 
world have always had to tread 
the rough way. There is always op­ 
position from the selfish. 
Stephen 
was stoned. Savonarola was burn­ 
ed. Lovejoy was murdered. Christ 
was crucified! 
There is little that is easy about 
life 
But there is plenty that is 
beautiful and inspiring about it, no 
matter how rough the way. To be­ 
come embittered, however, at any 
stage of the way is indeed tragic 
and unfortunate. 
I have been reading the tragic 
story of Mary Webb, the English 
writer, who wrote a half dozen mas­

Political Medicine for America 


On June 3, 1943, Senator Robert F. Wagner of New York—for himself 


and Senator-James~Murra3rof Montana—introduced in the Senate, Bill 1161. 


If the recommendations in this Bill are enacted into law, they will 


•destroy the effectiveness of medical care in the United States, 


The Bill proposes to raise annually by taxation—from payrolls mostly 


—approximately .Twelve Billion Dollars, Of this sum an amount estimated 
at Three Billion, 48 Million Dollars ($3,048,000,000.00) is to be allocated to 
provide medical care by the government. 


What Political Medicine Will 


Do to Your Physician 


Physicians would be paid by government. Pre- 
sumably they would work eight hours per day 
instead of twenty-four hours. 


There would be little incentive for your physi- 


cian to become more skilled in the art of medical 
practice. His advancement would depend upon 
his influence with politicians rather than on his 
skill or the character of his work. 


Your physician would not develop initiative— 


he would have to adopt .the methods and pre- 
scribe the treatments and medicines determined 
by superiors. 


Your physician would have little, if any, per- 


sonal interest in you who are compelled to visit 
him, merely because you are on his panel. 


State Medicine—political control of medical 


service—always has, always will develop doctors 
who are politically amenable, who cater to the 
•ward committeeman or the precinct captain 
rather than to the needs of human beings who. 
are their patients. 


For the true physician—political control of 


medical care means incompetence, professional 
deterioration and the forfeiture of self-respect. 


What Does Political Medicine 


Mean for Sick People? 


It means that they must "depend upon a doctor 
who: 
" 


Is paid by the government—is presumably 


working eight hours per day. The emergency 
sickness must wait until the doctor is on the job; 


May not be the doctor of their choice, but the one 


that has been assigned by a political bureaucrat; 


Cannot have a personal interest in patients who 


come to him because they are compelled to do so; 


Is less knowing and less efficient because he 


must follow methods and prescribe remedies that 
are fixed by his bureaucratic superiors; 


Since his job is political, is more interested in 


pleasing or appeasing his political bosses than he 
is in curing his patients. 


Often human life depends upon a physician's skiH- 


shall he be made subservient to politicians?

What Political Medicine Will 
Do to Your Physician 


Physicians would be paid by government. Pre­ 
sumably they would work eight hours per day 
instead of twenty-four hours. 


There would be little incentive for your physi­ 
cian to become more skilled in the art of medical 
practice. His advancement would depend upon 
his influence with politicians rather than on his 
skill or the character of his work. 


Your physician would not develop initiative— 
he would have to adopt the methods and pre­ 
scribe the treatments and medicines determined 
by superiors. 


Your physician would have little, if any, per­ 
sonal interest in you who are compelled to visit 
him, merely because you are on his panel.

Ickes To Be Heard 


By Oil Committee 


Washington, March 15 (AT) — 


Petroleum Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes appeared likely today to be 
the first witness called by the Sen- 
ate's newly-created 11-member com- 
mittee on National oil policy^ 


Senator Brewstcr (R-Me) said he 


thought the committee would call 
Ickes for questioning about his pro- 
jected Arabian pipeline and his 
warnings of a growing shortage of 
domestic reserves. 


"I'm just a minority member of 


the committee," he told a reporter. 
"But that would be my guess. Some 
of the oil companies have disputed 
Mr. Ickes* assertion that oil reserves 


will reach the point 
within 14 


years that additional outside sources 
will be necessary.'' 


Senator Moore (R-Okla), a com- 


mittee member, denounced Ickes' 
plans for the petroleum reserves 
corporation to participate in con- 
structing a 1,250-mile pipeline from 
the Persian Gulf area to the Medi- 
terranean as "another evidence that 
this administration is moving for- 
ward to plunge the 
government 


into the oil business."
